Corser and three children 
were present fire nearly totally destroy- 
ed the Corser home'on Lewis avenue, 
Waukegan, and came, near claiming a 
victim in the person of Wm, Coraer, 
who was alone in the house. 
^It was about 6 o'clock in the evening 
when fire was di8covered.,Mrs. Corser 
and three children were at.the home, of 
Thomas Uigginbotham and Mr. C>.r^er 
■ had beeh there earlier in the day* 

As soon as the lire" was discovered, 
neighbors rushed to the house and 
found that the second story was fast 
falling a prey to the devouring flames. 

Then one thought of. Mr. Corser. He 
had been seen to enter the house, but 
none saw him leave it. 

George Tuueouse of the west side 
rushed into the house and began a 
• frantic search for Corser only to find 
him stupehed with smoke, ond the re- 
sults of Thanksgiving celebrution, 
which he had taken down town. . Hck' 
- ing the almost unconscious form upon 
his shoulder, Toulouse mudb his way 
through ti^e smoke and tiames and 
^■, -finally deposittd his burden on the 
^^iTjund outside thiehbuae. 

Corser escaped with his life only 
through the bravery" of ilie man who 
carried him from the house. Had tn« 
rescuer waited a few moments lunger, 
it is certain that death would have fol* 
loWed in the wake of the conflagration, 
2LB even as it was Mr. Corser sustained 
a bodly scorched face and hands. 

The origin of the fire is still a mys- 
tery. Corser, it is believed entered 
' the house while, it is claimed, under 
the influence of liquor and flnding the 
interior in darkness lighted a lamp 
and made his ,way to the second floor 
toJi^^Wn and sleep. 

It is believed by the neighbors that 
in stumbling around the room Corser 
upset the lamp and the interior fur- 
nishings of the house were soon a mass 
of flames. : - . 

The homeless wife and children were 
taken to the home of Mr. Corser's sis- 
ter, Mrs. Thomas Higginbotham, and 
Corser was cared for by the neighbors. 

The second floor of tnb home was en- 
tirely ruined by the time the Are de- 
partment arrived.

Frightened by Threatening: 
Letters Youn^ Foreign 
Girl Seeks Death . 



FEARED BEING DEPORTED 



Her Refusal to Marry Brother in Law was 

the Cause of His Sending Many 

Threatening Missives

Ignorant of the laws of the country 
threatened to be - deported„back to Ger 
many and frightened to the point o 
hysteria and msanity by a threatening 
letter, said to have been received from 
her brother-in-law, Rosa Lauter, 19 
years of age, a comely blonde, attempt- 
ed to kill herself early Saturday night 

by ishooting herself in the head, 

Kosa had been in this country but a 
short time. She went to work -for 
Mrs. George Cessar, corner of Lake 
and South Genesee streets, Waukegan, 
a few months ai;o, and immediately up 
on her arrival here, it was noticed that 
she received letters marked West Allis, 
near Milwaukee. 

Every letter, when read would leave 
the girl in tears and she would start 
and appear frightened every time a 
knock came at the door of the home. 
On Saturday she received another and 
unable to stand up under the strain any 
longer poured iTpathetic story into the 
aympathic ears of Mrs. Cessar. 

It, appears that a brother-in-law of 
Miss Lauter, named Marko Peisch, 
lived at West Allis and having lost his 
wife a few months ago about the time 
of the arrival of the, girl, Immediately 
upon the death of his wife, it apppiira, 
Peiach ptarted^to look around for an- 
other help mote, and hearing of thf ar- 
rival of his sister-in-law, wrote and 
asked her to marry him. 

This she refused to do and claims 
that upon her refusal, the brother-in- 
law began to write threatening letters 
stating that he had evidence that she 
was not of the best character and that 
he would have her deported baclcrto her 
homeland unless she would come and 
marry him. 

Several letters, each more threaten- 
ing than than the last, it is claimed, 
passed from West Allis to the frighten- 
ed girl and on Saturday the climax 
came in the shape of another letter. 

The girl was frightened. She believ- 
ed she faced arrest and imprisonment 
ment unless she married him and 
this she flatly refused to do. Going up- 
stairs to a bed room, where in cleaning 
she had . seen a revolver, she procured 
the weapon and attempted to shoot 
herself. 

, The shot went wild and passed 
through the ceiling of the house ond 
into the attic. Mrs. Cessar, hearing 
the shot, rushed to the upper room, 
and found the girl lying on the floor, in 
a swoon, but uninjured. 

The police of the city were notiRed 
and upon their assurance that the girl 
would not come to harm through her al- 
leged enemy, she regained her com- 
posure. Should letters continue to 
come, it is said the matter wilL be 
taken wi^h the authorities of West 
Allis and the man arrested.

Judge E. B. Belden, of the circuit 
court, closed up the Salem road cose 
as far, as that court is concerned, Tues- 
day morning, when he handed down a 
decision denying the motions made by 
the plaintiff for changes in answers in 
the special verdict, and for a new trial 
and ordered a judgement on the ver- 
dict in favor of the defendent, the 
town. 

The case was tried in the circuitcourt 
of Walworth county and the jury found 
for the town against the plaintiff, John 
R. Gibson, father of Harvey Gibson, 
who was killed In the automobile acci- 
dent. In his decision the judge goes 
especially into the question of contribu- 
tory negligence and into the fact that 
the jury failed to fix any amount of 
damages. In these questions the court 
decides in favor of the town. 

'*In the Collier case the jury found that 
Collier was not chargeable with contrib- 
iltory-jneligence In operating the auto- 
mobile^ I felt it to be tne duty of the 
court, iipon Collier's own testimony, in 
that case, to change that and remarked 
in doing bo, that the case was in perfect 
shape'for final judgment one way or 
the other that if the trial court was not 
jutifu^d in .chaging that finding then, the 
plaintiff was entitled-to judment. 

The supreme court said that the trial 
court was not justified in handing that 
finding, that the matter of contributory 
negligance in the case is for the jury 
and still ofjts own motion ordered a 
new trial. The testimony concerning 
want of ordinary care on the part of 
ColUer in driving the automobile at the 
time and place in quention is not so 
strong in the instant case as it was in 
the Collier case. 

The question of contributory negli- 
gence ia, to my mind a much more de- 
batable question in this case than it was 
in the Collier case and had the jury 
found in this case that Collier was not 
chargeable with want of ordinary care 
I would have ho disposition to disturb 
that finding. The jury might have 
found either way; two juries have so 
found. This establishes a situation 
about which 'reasonable minds might 
differ,' and therefore precludes the 
trial court from interfering with the 
finding. "I think the motion to change 
the answer to that question must be de- 
nied.

No live farmer can afford to be 
without a farm orchard containing a 
variety of fruits to supply the table 
during the growing season, and sauce, 
Jellies, etc., for the winter. No longer 
Is fruit considered as a luxury, but 
rather as a necessary article of daily 
food. In the growing of apples, pears, 
peaches, or any other kind of tree 
fruits, there are two things to which 
the farmer must gfve careful consid- 
eration provided the right kind of 
fruit trees are to bo planted In the 
farm orchard: First, he must plant 
proper varieties; second, ho must 
plant properly propagated trees of 
these varieties. 

No variety of tree fruit can bo 
profitably planted In any orchard, un- 
less It has tho special fruit character- 
istics which are desired and Is at-the 
same time adapted, to tho particular 
local environmental conditions. Prob- 
ably no two sections of our country 
grow the same varieties of fruits to 
the same degree of excellency, every 
section having Its own environment. 
Varieties which reach their maximum 
development under ono set of condi- 
tions fall far below their maximum 
development when planted under dif- 
ferent environmental conditions. The 
varieties grown In the Mississippi 
river valley are entirely different from 
those grown In the eastern states. 
Now varieties and novelties are not 
for the average farmer to plant. 
Standard, thoroughly tested varieties, 
which are known to bo reliable, are 
tho best and safest to grow. 

Having decided upon the varieties 
best suited to one's conditions, bow 
Is the average farmer- to know and 
obtain proi>erly propagated trees of 
these varieties? The Initial cost of 
young fruit trees Is by no means tho 
first consideration m purchasing 
nursery stock. Cheap stock Is very 
cheap as a rule, while properly propa- 
gated, properly grown and higher 
priced stock Is by far the cbeapest 
when you consider the net returns. 
One thoroughbred cow Is worth more 
than two scrubs that do not pay for 
the food they consume. So with tree 
fruits, one properly propagated tree, 
bearing an abundance of high quality 
fruit, Is of Infinitely more value than 
a whole orchard of Improperly propa- 
gated, unbearlng trees. 

With fruits, all the trees of any one 
variety have a common origin, being 
literally parts of the original tree of 
this particular variety. Thus, the

In the production of milk there are 
four factors which are of prime eco- 
nomic Importance. 

1. Cows must bo secured which are 
capable of producing large quantities 
of milk and butter fat. 

2. These cows must be properly 
housed and cared for. 

3. There must bo a feeder who has 
good Judgment. 

4. Sufficient food of the proper qual- 
ity must bo supplied. 

The last Is equal In Importance to 
tho first. 



fruit treo should really be considered 
not as an Individual, but rather as a 
collection of Individuals, the bud be- 
ing the unit. Every one of these 
buds had stored up wlUiln Itself tho 
characters of the variety, but owing 
to the different conditions of light, 
air, food supply, etc., no two buds on 
the same treo are subjectett to gulte^ 
the same conditions. Hence, there" 
arises a constant and Intense struggle 
for existence, and there are all de- 
grees of development found In these 
different buds. Some branches will 
bo large and vigorous, others small 
and weak; some will produce fruit 
freely, others will be barren. If buds 
are taken from the branches which 
produce fruit freely and are used in 
propagating, a series of prollflc trees 
win be established. . On the other 
hand. If propagating buds -are used 
from tho barren branches, a series of 
worthless trees will be established. 

The observing orchardlst knows 
that some trees In his orchard bear 
Ilttlo or no fruit and that others of 
tho same variety bear abundantly. 
Of these most prolific and abundantly 
bearing trees there is usually one that 
Is better than all the rest. Trees 
that are propagated from parental 
trees which have proven for several 
years their ability to produce an abun- 
dance of high quality fruit are sure to 
hnvo these characteristics. Moreover, 
trees propagated from unbearlng, poor 
quality, unprofitable parental trees 
are Just as sure to have these poor 
characteristics. Most nurserymen 
take their propagating buds promiscu- 
ously from bearing trees, barren 
trees, and nursery stock of unknown 
character, and as a result a large pro- 
portion of the farm orchards all over 
this country contain trees which do 
not-pay tho Interest on the land 

Tho right kind of fruit trees to 
plant in the farm orchard, then, must 
be varieties best adapted to one's 
particular environmental conditions, 
having characteristics of tree and 
fruit approximating closest one's per- 
sonal tastes. Only one and two year 
old trees should be bought, and these 
from a reliable nurseryman who guar- 
antees to select carefully his propa- 
gating buds and scions from high 
yielding and high quality bearing 
trees. No farmer can afford to plant 
trees and then wait govcral years only 
to find ho has unbearlng, poor quality 
trees. Buy and plant tho "right kind" 
of trees and you will then know that 
you are going to get good yields of 
high quality fruit. 



guide under all conditions nor can ro- 
tatlon be given which will apply In all 
cases. Therefore, tho best we can 
do Is to put Into tho hands of the feed- 
er tho methods whereby he can work 
out these problems for himself, and 
tho sooner he realizes this fact the 
better It will be for his bank account 
(The proper use of the head saves 
both muscle and. money.) 

What feds can and should bo grown 
on the farm Is a question of first Im- 
portance to tho dairyman. It is time 
that all dairymen begin to farm to 
feed dairy cows Instead of feeding 
dairy cows simply to dispose of their 
crops. Feeds grown on tho fatm are 
essentially the cheapest, If they can 
bo successfully grown, because all 
feeds must be grown on some farm, 
and to feeds purchased must bo added

The best way to obtain good cows Is portatlon. In making tho above stated 

ment It Is recognized that homo grown 
feeds cannot always bo depended upon 
alone, and that It becomes necessary 
to purchase feeds to fill out or supply 
protein which may not be sufllclent In 
the homo grown feeds. It Is also 
true that some crops -can be grown 
well on our farms, which arc not suit- 
ed for feeding to dairy cows and 
which would be expensive If used for 
that purpose. Those should be sold 
and other feeds purchased.. 

Tho best crops to grow on the dairy 
farms of Illinois seem to be the follow- 
ing: Of tho grains, corn, oats, bar- 
ley, rye, omor (speltz), and possibly 
soy beans; of the roughage, corn 
stover, clovers, alfalfo, cow poaa soy 
beans, field pea and oats, millet' sor- 
ghum and pasture; of the succulent 
feeds, silage, mangel and sugar beet 
Under ordinary conditions Illinois 
dairymen are hardly warranted in go- 
ing outside of tho above crops for 
dairy feeds to be grown on the farm 
If dairying Is tho chief business on 
the farm, and if profit is tho aim, It 
Is very important that every crop 
should be planned for years ahead, 
and subsUtute crops should bo plant- 
ned to take tho place of 
which may fall. 



by careful selection and breeding of 
animals from one of tho recognized 
dairy breeds or their grades. "Scrub" 
cows have no place In profitable milk 
production. On the other hand, no 
matter how carefully cows are select- 
ed, nor how well bred. If poorly fed, 
they will give little better returns 
than "scrubs." 

To become a good feeder requires a 
knowledge of the needs of the dairy 
cow and of the nature of different 
feeds. Thla means that the man, who 
Is to become a successful feeder, must 
be willing to spend time and energy In 
studying the details of these subjects. 
The cow is a business partner 
not easily defrauded. If she Is 
tho right kind of cow, sup- 
plied with tho proper materials, she 
will return a just amount of product. 
and If proper feed and care are with- 
hold, she will withhold tho desired 
product. Food of the right kind and 
amount Is absolutely necessary to any 
considerable degree of production, 

Tho question most commonly asked 
Is, "What Is the best fed for dairy 
cows?" This question may^seem sim- 
ple and easy to answer, but It Is really 
quito dimcult. No definite short rule 
can be given which will servo as a

Do 
you want to withdraw that plea?"

Thero was no last straw in 
tho case. Wo were Just up against It 
and had to do the best we could and 
we acted to save the Uvea of our 
clients." 

Franklin's Caso to Be Pushed. 

A significant thing about the case Is 
the fact that tho trial charges against 
Bort H. Franklin, the man accused of 
having bribed a venireman drawn for 
Jury service In tho caso. Is to be 
pushed. It was specially stated at tho 
district attorney's office that this case 
was not to bo dropped, but that In- 
Btead, It would be prosecuted to the 
limit. Additional evidence, It was as- 
Bertod, had been discovered and that 
this new evidence Involves people who 
have not yet been dragged Into the 
case. It wos not detormlned, however, 
whether thla matter would bo pressed 
and whether others connected with 
the alleged bribery might be Involved. 

The defense Is prepared to fight 
ptubbornly for Franklin. It was defi- 
nitely learned that no plan for plead- 
ing guilty In his case had been die- 
cussed.

BEEF CASES IN HIGH COURT 



Packers' Counsel File Motion for 

Stay Until Sherman Antl-Truit 

Act li interpreted. 

Washington. — The case of ten mil- 
lionaire meat packers of Chicago, 
who seek to delay being brought to 
trial before Judge Carpenter at Chi- 
cago, was laid before the Supremo 
court of tlie United States. 

John S. Miller and Levy flayer ap- 
peared for the beef- barons. They re- 
quested such a stay as will postpone 
the trial, and urged the court to pass 
upon tho constitutionality of the penal 
clause of the Sherman net before the 
case Is heard. 

In the motion made by Messrs. Mil- 
ler and Mayer tile future of nil crim- 
inal prosecutions brought under the 
Sherman anti-trust statute are placed 
-In Jeopardy. The petitioners declore 
the law to be void. They assert the 
federal district court has no power 
to try them, und say they are being 
dclninod witlmut authority of law. 
They aver tho Sherman act does not 
create or define any offense or crime. 

Tho "light or reason," as outlined 
In tho Standard Oil and Tobacco de- 
cisions. Is Invoked by counsel for the 
meat packers. They allege that offl- 
cons of corporations arc now In per- 
petual Jeopardy, subject to the shift- 
ing views of different juries, with 
"tho shadow of the penltentlnn' for- 
ever over them." 

The declared Intention of President 
Tnft to prosecute tho trusts Is cited 
by the p.ickers as an additional rea- 
son why the criminal sections of the 
Sherman law slmuid be given an early 
Interpertation. 

Solicitor Oeneral Lehmnnn an- 
nounced that objection would be of- 
"fered by the government t 
tlon of the packers.

Some of the sounds em 
ployed are made In the room Itself; 
others are Introduced from outside by 
means of a> copper tube, which li 
plugged with lead when ndt In ua*:

Zion City Woman who Died Without Medi- 
cal Aid was Buried Without Even 
holding an Inquest. 

As a result of the ajleged failure of 
the City of Zion to report the fact that 
a death had occured in that city with- 
out proper medical attention, there is 
likely to be one of the deepest investiga- 
tions ever attempted in this county. 

On Wednesday of this week Mrs. M. 
Sweeney of Zion City died in childbirth, 
a direct result, itis cliiimed of blood 
poisoning, caused by improper care at 
the time of the birth of the child. 
\ Both mother and child are dead. For 
six days it is alleged Mrs. Sweeney, 
who is the wife of a printer at Zion 
City lay in a precarious condition at her 
home without medical attendance save 
one woman, styling herself a nurse, 
wept and prayed in an adjoining room. 

The groans and shrieks of the wo- 
men id nearly a week, it is said have 
aroused the neighbors and when the 
woman died, at the same time her 
child was born dead, many threatened 
to report the facts in the case to the of- 
ficials of the city. 

It is alleged that large amount of 
secrecy attended the entire matter 
Coroner Taylor admitted that he had 
heard nothing of the case and in fact 
knew nothing of any death at Zion 
City until the alleged facts were stated 
to him.

Would Support Colonel. 

WuBhlngton. — A. sensation waa 
sprung on the senate Interstate com- 
merce committee when Wharton 
Barker, a former banker of Phila- 
delphia, alleged that a prominent New 
York financier had told him that the 
financial Interests would support Col. 
Theodore Roosevelt for president In 
1904 because" the latter had "made a 
bargain" with them "on the railroad 
bill." 

"Three or four weeks before the 
election In 1904," said Mr. Barker, "I 
was walking down Broadway when I 
met one of tho most distinguished 
money kings In Now York, a man 
now dead. Ho said to me: 'We are 
going to elect RoosevelL* 1 ex- 
pressed surprise and asked If. he had 
given- up the support of Parker. H© 
said yea; that they had frightened 
Roosevelt so he had made a bargain 
with them." 

New York.— Col. Theodore Roose- 
velt when shown the synopsis ' of 
Wharton Barker's testimony declared: 

"1 would as soon discuss a pipe 
dream with an out patient of Bedlam 
as discuss such nonsense." 

Colonel Roosevelt would not add to 
this statement, only repeating It later 
with added emphasis. 



W. L DOUGLAS' TRUST PLAN 

Manufacturer Thinks Government 
' Should Obtain Publlolty by a 
t-lcenso System. 

X^irge business organizations have 
come to stay. We-cannot go back to 
old conditions. Wo must meet world 
competition.' Largie ooncoms can pro- 
duco goods at lower cost than small 
one*. Germany favors large corpora- 
tions.^ Tho method of the present na^ 
tlonal administration Is to dissolve 
the great organizations and make 
them smaller, which Is a backward 
stop. There should be no limit to a 
corporation doing d largo and legiti- 
mate business, such as would be pos- 
sible under" the licensing plan which 
I favor, writes W. L. Douglas, former 
governor of MassachuBetts, In -the 
Boston Herald. '. 

Prejudices against corporations 
merely because they are big, perhaps, 
must be done away with. They give 
labor better returns. They cheapen 
product and thus benoQt tho consum- 
er. They give opportunities to small 
InvsBtors who get returns otherwise 
unattainable. They , employ' able 
young men who have no capital at 
all, but who receive handsome sal- 
ariea for their ability and service. 

In place of the Sherman law it Is 
my opinion there sli'ould be a depart- 
ment at Washington to grant licenses 
to all manufacturers and corporations 
in this country who do an Interstate 
commerce business. 

The law should bo made so clear, 
plain and definito that It could not be 
misunderstood. It should requiro all 
capital to bo paid in full. Soml-yearly 
statements should be given to the 
public and certified by a public ac- 
countalnt. There should bo a board 
of examiners In each state to look aft- 
er these corporations just aa our na 
tlonal banks are watched by tho na- 
tional government. They should have 
tho right to enter the ofllces and ex- 
amine the records of all the direc- 
torates of these companies.

STANDARD GIL TRUST ENDED 

Thirty-Three Separate Bodies Begin 

Clfe—Shlft at New York Main 

Office Small. 

Now York. — Standard OU as a bad 
trust has technically ended. It has 
completed the splitting of Itself Into 
thirty-four parts. Under the decision 
of tho Supremo court. none of tho 
ports Is to be interrelated with the 
others hereafter. Each is to conduct 
its own business, keep Its own 'rec- 
ords, declare and distribute Us own 
earnings to its own stockholders. 
Shares of the trust have been' ex- 
changed for shares of tho thirty-three 
subsidiaries. 

Yet this seeming toppling of tho 
temple of Rockefeller produced no 
physical effect at 20 Broadway except 
that a few rooms were made vacant. 
There will still bo housed there the 
Standard Oil companx,of' New Jersey, 
tho Bucyoko Pipeline, the Colonial 
Oil, the Now York Transit company, 
the Northern Pipe Lino company, the 
Sl&ndard Oil Company of New York 
and the Union Tank Line compony.

No Change In the Rule of Decision— 
Merely In Form of ExprcBslon. 
The statute In Its rtrot section declares 
to be lIleRal "every contract, combination 
In the form of trust or otherwise, or con- 
spiracy. In restrolnt of trade or com- 
merce amonp the several statPs or with 
foreign nations," and In tho second de- 
clares ffullty of a misdemeanor every per- 
son who shall monopolize or attempt to 
roonopollzo or combtno or conspire wllh 
any other person to monopolize any part 
of the trndo or commerce of tho several I 
■tatea or with foreign nations." 

In two early cases, where the statute 
WDB Invoked to enjoin a trnnaportatlon 
.affrccment between Inlerstate • railroad 
companies. It was held that It was no de- 
fense to show that the agreement as <o 
rales complained of was rcasonal at com- 
mon law, because It was said that the 
■tatuto was directed against all con- 
tracts and combinations In restraint of 
trade whether reosonnl at common law 
or not. It was plain from the record 
however, that the contracts complained 
nf In those cases .would not have been 
deemed reasonable at common law. 

It hns been snld that the court, by In- 
troducing Into tho construction of the 
statute common law distinctions, has 
emasculated It. This la obviously untrue. 
By llfl judgment every contract and com- 
bination In restraint of Interstate trade' 
made wllh the purpose, or necessary ef- 
fect of (jontrolllng prices by stining com- 
petition, or of cfltabllshlng In wholo or In 
part tt mmiopoly of such trndo, Is con- 
demned by the statute. Tho most ex- 
treme critllcn cannot Instance a case that 
ought to bo condemned under tho statute 
which Is not.ltrought within Its terms as 
thus construed. 

The Hugcsllon Is also made th.it the Su- 
preme court by Ha decisions In the last 
two cases has committed to tho court tho 
undeltncd and unlimited discretion, to do- 
tormlno whether a cnso of restraint of 
trade Is within tho terms of the ntatuto. 
This la wholly untrue. A reasonablo re- 
straint of trade at common larr Is well 
understood and la clearly denned. It does 
not rest In tho discretion of the court. It 
tnusl be limited to acompIUh the purpose 
of a lawful main controct to which, In 
order that It shall be enfflrccablo at all. 
It must he Incidental. If It oxceods the 
needs of that controct It Is void. 

The Remedy In Equity by DUiolutlon. 
In Ihe Standard Oil Cofo the Supreme 
find circuit courts found the combination 
to be fl monopoly of tho Interstate busi- 
ness of roflnlnK, transporting, and mar- 
keting petroleum and Its products, effect- 
ed and -maintained through thirty-seven 
different corporations, tho stock of which 
was held by a New Jersey company. It 
In cflfoct commanded the dissolution of 
this combination, directed the trnnafer 
and pro-rata distribution by tlie New Jer- 
sey company of tho stock held by It In 
the thirty-seven corporations to and 
nmong Its stockholders, and tho corpora, 
lions and Individual defendants were en- 
joined from conspiring or combining to 
restore such monopoly; and all agree- 
ments bctwcn the subsidiary corporations 
tending to produce or bring about furtlier 
violations of. the act were enjoined. 

In tho Tobacco cnao, iho, court found 
Ihnt the Individual dcfendr.r.tv tw^nty- 
nlno In number, had been, engaged !n a 
puccoaaful effort to acquire complelo do- 
minion over, (ho mnnufacturo. Bah-, and 
distribution of tobacco In Ihla country 
nnd abroad, and that thlH had brrp dono 
by combinations made with a purpose 
nnd effect to Btlflo competition, cuntrol 
prices, nnd rstabllah a monopoly, not 
only In the rnanurncturo of tobacco, but 
also of tin-foll nnd licorice, used In Its 
inrtnufncturo and of Itii products of cl- 
enn, cigarettes and snufrs. Tho tobacco 
nult prcaentend a far more comrllculcd 
nnd difncult cnso thon tho Blnndard Oil 
suit for a decree which would offcctualo 
the win of the court and end tho viola- 
tion of tho statute. There waa here no 
single holding compnny na In tho case 
Of the Standard Oil trust. The main com- 
pony woa the American Tobacco com- 
pnny. n, manufacturing, aelllng and hold- 
ing company. Tho plan adopted to de- 
stroy the combination nnd rostoro compe- 
tition. Involved tho redlvlalon of tho capi- 
tal and plants of tho whole trust bolweon 
some of the companies constituting tho 
trust and now companies organized f«r 
the purposes of the docroo nnd made par. 
tics to lt«'ond numbering, now and old. 
fourteen. - • .

If 
wo shall have by the decree defeated those 
purposes, and restored competition be- 
tween the large units Into which tho cap- 
itai and plant have been divided, wo 
snail have nccompllaliod tho useful pur- 
poao of tho statute. 

Confiscation Not the Purpoae of the 
Statute. 

It Ip not tho purpose of the atatuto to 
connacate tho property und capital of the 
offending trusts. Methods of punishment 
by fine or Imprisonment of tho Individual 
offendera, by tine of tho corporation, or 
by forfeiture of lUgooTls In transporta- 
tion, nro provided, but tho proceeding In 
equity la a BpeclOe remedy to slop tho 
operation of the trust by Injunction and 
prevent tho future use of tho plant and 
capital In violation of tho statute. 

I venture to nay that not In tho history 
of Amerlcon law haa a docrco more ef- 
fective for. such a purpoae been entered 
by u court than that against tho Tobacco 
trust. 

Common-Stock Ownerahlp. 
It has been assumed that tho present 
pro-rata and common ownership In alt 
tlieso companlea by former stockholders 
of tho trust would Insure a conllnuanco 
of tho some old ainglo control of all tho 
companies Into which the trust has by 
decree been dlslnlegratcd. This Is er- 
roneous and Is baaed upon the assumed In- 
cfflcacy nnd Innocuousness of judicial In- 
junctions. Tho companies are enjoined 
from co-operation or combination: thoy 
have dirrerent managers, directors, pur- 
chasing and sales agents. If all or any 
of the numerous stockholders, reaching 
Into the tlioJsanda, attempt to secure 
concerted action of tho companies with a 
view to tho control of the market, their 
number Is so largo that such an attempt 
could not well be concealri and Its prime 
movers nnd all lis partlc.pants would be 
at once subject to contempt proceedings 
and Imprisonment of a Bummnrj' charac- 
ter. Tho Immcdinto result of tho present 
situation will necessarily bo activity by 
nil tho companies under different mnn- 
ngers and thon competition must follow, 
or there will bo activity by one company 
and stagnation by another. Only a short 
tlmo win Inovltably lead to a .^hango In 
ownership of tho stock, as all oppor- 
tunity for continued co-operation must 
disappear. 

Movement for Repeal of the Anti-Trust 
Law. 

Dut now that the antl-truat act Is seen 
to bo effecllve-for tho accomplishment of 
tho purpose of Its enactment, we are met 
by a cry from many dllTerent quarters 
for Ita repeal. It Is said to be obstructive 
of business pro.TroBB. to be an attenipC lo 
rfstore old-faaftloned .methods of de- 
structive competition between small units, 
and to make Imposfllblo those useful com- 
blnatlona of capital and tho reduction of 
the cost of production that aro caaentlal 
to continued prosperity and normal 
growth. 

In tho recent declslona tho Supremo 
court makes clear that there Is nothing 
In the statute which condemns combina- 
tions of rapllai or mero bigness of plant 
organized to secure economy In produc- 
tion and a reduction of Ita cost. It Is only 
when the. purpose or necessary effect of 
the organization and maintenance of the 
combination or tho aggregation of Im- 
menso size ore the atl/llng of compotlllon. 
.actual and potential, and the enhancing 
of prices and cstabllaiiing a monopoly, 
that the statute Is violated. Mere -size 
la no Bin against tho law. Tho merging 
of two or more husmea plants necessarily 
elhnlnntoR competition between tho units 
Ihiia combined, biit thin elimination Is In 
contravention of the statute only when 
tho combination la made for purpose of 
ending this particular competition In or- 
der to secure control of. and onhnnco, 
prices and create a monopoly. 

Lack of Oeflntteness In the Statute. 

Tho complaint Is niado of the statute 
that It Is not sufficiently definite In Ita 
description of that which la forbidden, to 
enable busrneas men to avoid Its viola- 
tion. Tho suggestion la, that wo may 
havo a combination of two corporations, 
whlcli may rim on for yeors, nnd that 
subsequently tho attorney general may 
conclude that It wna a violation of tho 
statute, und that which was Bupposed hy 
tho combhicrs to bo Inocent then turns 
nut to t>e a combination In violation of 
the statute. The unawer to this liypo- 
thcllcal case Is tlinl when mon attempt 
to nmass stupendous capital as will enable 
them to suppress conipctlilo*). control 
prices and establish a monopoly thoy 
know the purpose of their nets. Men do 
not do BUch a thing without having It 
cleorly In mind. 

New Remedies Suggested. 
Much Is aald of tho repeal of this alal- 
ule and of constructive legislation Intend-

Supplemental Leolalatlon Needed— Not 
Repeal or Amendment. 

I see no.objectlon^nd Indeed I can see 
decided advontages-In tho enactment of 
a Jaw- wlilch ahall dcacrlbo nnd denounce 
methods of competition, which arb unfair 
ana nro badgeo of the unlawful purpoae 
denounced In tho antl-truat law. The at- 
tempt and purpoae to auppresa a competi- 
tor ^by underselling him at a price so im- 
promoblo oa to drive him out of business, 
or the making of exclusive contracla with 
customers under which thoy arc required 
10 give up association with other monu- 
fnoturers, and numcroua kindred methods 
for BtlMlng competition and effecting mo- 
nopoly, should be described with aufflclont 
accuracy In n criminal statute on: the ono 
hand to enable tho government to short- 
en Ita^taak by prosecuting single mlsdc-, 
mennora Inatcnd of an entire conspiracy,, 
and, on Uie other hand, to sorve the pur- 
poso of pointing out moro In detail to the 
t>ua neas comm'unlty what must be 
avoided. 

Federal Incorporation Recommended, 
In a Bpcclal mesaage: to congress on 
January 7, 1910, I ventured to point out 
tho disturbanco to business that would 
probably attend the dissolution of 
these offending trusts. I said: 
,''^"t such an Investigation and pos- 
sible prosecution of corporations whoso 
prosperity or destruction affects the 
^O"jfo»*t not only of atockholdcrs but of 
millions of .wage camera, employes, 
and associated tradesmen must neces- 
sarily tend to disturb tho confidence of 
the business community, lo dry up tho 
now. flowing sources of capital from Its 
places of hoarding, nnd produce a halt 
in our present prosperity that will 
cause suffering and strained circum- 
stances among the Innocent many for 
the fault of the guilty few. The ques- 
tion which I wish In this message to 
bring clearly to tho consideration and 
dlacusaton of congress Is whether. In 
order to avoid suchn poanlble bualneaa 
dauger, something cannot bo dono ^by 
which these bUBlneas combinations may 
bo offered a moans, without great nnan- 
clal disturbance, of changing the char- 
octer, organization nnd extent of their 
bualness Into one within the lines of 
tho law under federal control and su- 
pervision, securing compliance with tho 
nntl-trust statuto. 

"Generally. In the Industrial combl- 
notlona called 'Trusta.' the principal 
bualness la tho sale of goods In many 
Btatea and In foreign ranrketa; In other 
words, tho Interstate and foreign busl- 
nesa far excocda the buslneas done In 
any one atato.~ This fact, will Justify 
tho federal government In granting a 
federal charter to such a combination 
to make and sell In hiTeretato nnd for- 
eign commerce tho products of useful 
monufncture under such limitations aa 
will secure a c6mpllanco with the antl- 
truat law. It la possible so to frame 
a statute that while It ofTcra protec- 
tion to a federal company against 
harmful, vexatious and unnccnasary 
Invasion by tho Blates. It shall subject 
It t(v reasonablo taxation and control 
by the statea with respect to Its pure- 
ly local bualness. 

"Corporations organized under this 
act should bo prohibited from acquir- 
Ing nnd holding stock In other corpora- 
tions (except for special reasons, upon 
nnnrovai by (lie proper fedcr.M author- 
ity), thus avoiding tho creation under 
national auspices of the holding com- 
pony with subordinate corporations In 
dl(:[r-rent ntaten. which has been such an 
effcetWe agency In the creation of tho 
great truat.s nnd monopolies. 

"If the prohibition of tho nntl-trust 
net against combinations In rcHtrnlnt 
of trade la to bo effectively enforced, 
It In esBcntlal .that the national govern- 
ment shall provide for mo creation of 
national corporations to carry on a 
legitimate buslnosa throughout tho 
United Slates. The conlllctlng lawa of 
tho dirrerent' states of the Union with 
respect to foreign corporations makea 
It dIUcuIt. If not ImpoRslblo. for one 
corporation to comply with their re- 
quirements BO nH to carry on buslnesa 
In n number of different utates." 

Federal Corporation Commlsaion Pro- 
posed, 
I do notjset forth In detail tho' terms 
and Bcctiona of a statute which might 
supply the conatructlve leglalatlon permit- 
ting and aiding the formation of combina- 
tions of capital into federal corpomtlons 
They should ho subject. to rigid rules us 
to their organization and procedure. In- 
cluding effective publicity, and to tho 
clofiest Bupervlalon ns to tho Issue of 
stock and bonds by an executive bureau 
or commission In tho deparhnent of 
commerce, and labor, to which In times of 
douht^they might well submit their pro- 
posed plans for future business. It must 
be distinctly, understood that Incorpora- 
tion under a federal law could not ex- 
empt the compnny thua formed and Its 
Incorporators and managers from prose- 
cution under tho nnll-trnat law for Bub- 
scquent llogal conduct, but the publicity 
of Ita procedure and the opportunity for 
frequent consultation as to the legitimate 
purpoflo of Its transrictlona would offer 
". ^.? Ki^eat security Jigalnst successful 
prosecutions for vIolatlonT of tho law 
na would be practlcnPor wlao. 

Such a bureau or ^ commission might 
well be Invested also with tho duty al- 
ready referred to, of aiding tho courts 
In tho dissolution and recreation of trusts 
within tho law. It should bo an execu- 
tive tribunal of tho dignity and power of 
the comptroller of the currency or tho 
Interstate commorco commission, which 
now cxerclso aupervlaory power over Im- 
portant clnssca of corporullona under fed- 
eral, regulation. 

Tho drafting of such a federal Incorpor-, 
atlon law would offer ample opportunity 
to prevent many manifest evils In corpor- 
ate management, today. Including Irre- 
sponsibility of control In the lip.nda of 
tho few who aro not the real owners. 

- Incorporation Voluntary, 
I recommend that tho federal charters 
thua to bo granted shall bo voluntary, rit 
least until experience Juatinoa mandatory 
provlclons. Tho benefit to bg derived 
irom tho operation of great Uualncsaea 
under tho protection of such n charter 
would attract all who are anxious to keep 
within tho lines of the law.. Other large 
conihlnntlona that fall to lake advantage 
of the federal Incorporation will not have 
a right to complain If their fnlluro Is 
ascribed to unwillingness to submit 
their transactions to the careful scrutiny, 
competent supervision nnd publicity at- 
tendant upon tho enjoyment of such a 
charter. 

Supplemental Legislation Needed. 
Tho opportunity thus auggoatcd forfrd^ 
oral Incorporation, it seems to mo. Is sult- 
nl)lo conatructlvo legislation needed. to fn- 
cllltato tho squaring of great Industrial 
enterprlaes to the rule of action laid down 
by tho anti-trust law. Thh slatuii ns 
construed by the Supremo cour^- must 
continue to be the line of dl-jtinctinn for 
legitlmnto bUBlncaa. It must bo enforced, 
unless wo nro to banish Individualism from 
all bualncsB and reduce It to one common 
syfltem of regulation or control of pricea 
like thot which now-provalls with respect 
to public utilities, and which when ap- 
plied to all bualneaa Would be a~ long 'stop 
toward state soplallsm.
